When Captain C. Gruell left Rush­ 
ville October 18, 1858, he went in a 
wagon. And he went all the way to 
Clarksville,* Mo., in that wagon and 
with him were his wife and two chil­ 
dren. 
It took him just sixteen days 
to make the trip then. When he came 
here 
on his 
present 
visit he 
ate 
breakfast in Clarksville-and supper 
in Rush county. 
And it was all on 
the same day. 
Mr. Gruell has had an interesting 
life. The Daily Republican published 
a story of Mr. Gruell’s 
life a few 
days ago. but some of the 
details 
were incorrect. 
After leaving Rush 
county Mr. Gruell and his 
family 
went 
directly to 
Clarksville, Mo.» 
where he engaged in the wood and 
timber business. 
He remained there 
unftil the outbreak of the civil war, 
when he enlisted in a Missouri regi­ 
ment and fought for his country un­ 
til the close of the war. He was not a 
captain in the anny, but received this 
title when he was captain of a steam- 
joat on the Mississippi river. 
After being discharged from the 
army, he and his family moved to 
Quincy, 111., where Mr. Gruell again 
entered the wood and timber busi­ 
ness. He remained in this work and 
teamboat business in 
connection 
with iit for about forty years, or until 
1903. 
It was while he was living at 
Qunincy that one of the sad incidents 
of 
his 
life occurred. 
He built a 
steamboat in th» fall at an outlay of 
$15,000, and the next February the 
boat totally destroyed by fire. 
Mr. 
Gruell’s son lost his life in this fire. 
This fire put Mr. Gruell down and 
out financially and left him in debt. 
In 1878 he moved back to Clarksville, 
Mo., and continued in the wood and 
timber business. He bought about 600 
acres of laud very cheap for the tim­ 
ber and kept possession of the land 
until a few years ago, when he sold 
it for many times what he paid for it. 
During Ills life on the river, Mr. 
Gruell had many exciting experiences 
and frequently had narrow escapes 
from drowning. 
During his life as 
a lumberman he spent about half of 
the forty years in camp and he says 
he believes this is the reason he is so 
healthy now. 
After quitting the timber business 
Mr. Gruell ran 
a 
ferry 
boat 
at 
Clarksville and after losing $1700 in 
three years sold out and has since 
been taking life easy. 
lie i3 now 
living in San Diego, Cal., and selling 
a little real estate occasionally just 


i t o keep his hand in. He and his wife 
will leave Saturday for

and return to their home from there.

MEDICAL INQUIRY 


Gov e rnme nt Going to Look Into the 


Stra nge 
Dis e a s e , 
Pe lla gra . 
W ashington. Sept. 16.—The strange 
malady , pellagra, has created such 
widespread 
interest among medical 
authorities and others throughout the 
country that Surgeon General Wy man 
of the public health and marine hos­ 
pital service has decided to issue a 
weekly bulletin 
dealing ex clusively 
with the developments of that disease. 
This step has been decided upon as a 
result of req uests from practically all 
of the state boards of health, who are 
watching the progress of the disease, 
particularly in the south, with much 
concern. 
The proposed report will show not 
only the prevalence of pellagra, but 
will indicate the distribution of the 
disease. 
The statistiral data for the 
publication will be furnished by the 
medical 
authorities of the 
various 
states and territories. 
This informa­ 
tion, it is believed, will be of great 
aid in determining the cause of pel­ 
lagra and help m aterially in the efforts 
of the government to check its pro­ 
gress. 
Dr. Wy man was greatly interested 
to learn of the action of the Tennessee 
state board of health in q uarantining 
against the disease, it being held that 
the malady is communicable. 
While 
declining to go on record that pella­ 
gra is not communicable, Dr. Wy man 
■declared that he had observed nothing 
In the disease to show that it is a con­ 
tagious one. 
The concensus of opin­ 
ion among the medical authorities in 
Italy , where the disease has ex isted 
for a long time, Dr. Wy man stated, is 
that it is non-contagious. 
This view 
also is entertained by C. H. Lavinder, 
past assistant surgeon of the public 
health and marine hospital service, 
who is devoting his entire time to the 
study of the disease.

Moore’s Hill for Mr. Cherry. The en­ 
velope contained a one dollar bill and 
an epistol of explanation, the name 
of Enoch 
Lamb 
being 
appended 
thereto. 
Mr. Cherry had to delve deeply into 
the recesses of his memory before he 
could 
recollect that he 
had 
ever 
known such an individual. 
The let­ 
ter explained that the writer had be­ 
come indebted to Mr. Cherry at a 
time when the latter w’as operating a 
saloon in this city. This remarkable 
feature of the situation becomes ap­ 
parent when it is understood that Mr. 
Cherry’s saloon experience antedates 
the civil war. 
In those days he op­ 
erated a saloon on 
south Harrison 
Stireet at the point now occupied by 
the Sehroeder pharmacy building. 
It is hardly, probable however, that 
the writer’s conscience had been 
stinging him all these years. His de­ 
cision to liq uidate the debt, he ex­ 
plains in the letter, began the mo­ 
ment he obtained religion, his con­ 
version being an incident of recent 
occurrence.

stolen cattle, or that had been skinned 
or tampered with in any way, were to 
be tu rned over to the Stock associa­ 
tion for the benefit of owners.
